Gas lights so far as street light- 


ng in Lima is concerned are a 
thing of the past. 
They passed 


out of existence on the first oi 
June after doine service here for 
the last quarter century. 


The lights, the best thing in 


their day, have been encroached 
upon by the electric lighting of 
the present and have fallen into 
the regular trend which is rele- 
gating gas to the category of fuel 
only, taking it out of the lighting 
division, leaving this to the more 
easily handled and more abundant 
electric current. 


The first gas street lights were 


contracted for when the Lima Gas 
Light Co. was granted an ordi- 
nance for a 10-year period on Jan- 
uary 1. 1901. This ordinance was 
passed 
while

president of council 
and 
C. K. 


Lynch was city clerk. 


This ordinance provided for a 


minimum of 150 lights, stipulat- 
ing^that 75 of the lights were to 
be installed within six months and 
the remainder within the next »ii 
months, or by the end Of the year. 
. The gas light company entered 


•into a contract -with the Welsbach 
Lighting Co. of America, records 
show, to furnish "Welsbach boule- 
vard lanterns equipped with im- 
proved attachments. 
ORDINANCE REPEALED 


The ordinance passed in 1901 


was repealed on April 7. 1905. It 
had provided for a. yearly charge 
of $25 a year per lamp. 
Whon 


the first ordinance was repealed, 
another was passed to take its 
place for a. period of five years 
and fixed the charge at $22.50 per 
year. 
This new ordinance fixed 


the minimum number of lamps at 
314.

a. in. in the Sutler hotel, St. 
Louis. Tuesday. Death was due to 
a heart attack. 


Schaffer was en route to Ft. 


Smith. Arkansas, to visit his two 
brothers, <Jeorge and Frank. He 
left Wapakoneta a few days ago, 
accompanied by his wife. 
They 


spent a few' days in Cincinnati. 
Mrs. Schaffer returning horn* while 
he continued on his journey. He 
was met at St. Louis by his broth- 
er, George, who was 
with him 


when be died. 


Schaffer was born and reared in 


Wapakoneta. He spent several 
yean in the grocery business there 
and was elected county auditor 
and then 
appointed 
postmaster 


under the Wilson administration. 
He was exalted r ler of the Wa- 
pakoneta Elks lodge at the time of 
his death and was a member of the 
Knights of Columbus. 


It was largely thru Schaffer's 


efforts that the Wapakoneta fair 
was made a success and placed on 
a sound financial basis, he having 
been secretary of the association 
for many years. He was also sec- 
retary of the state fair association. 


In addition to his business in- 


terests in Wapakoneta, 
Schaffer 


was interested with his brothers in 
the railroad tie business in Ar- 
kansas.
